men brou ght peace to the strike- 
rid d en Mahoning v alley tod ay . 
Und er ord ers of the gov ernor 
of Ohio and with the approv al of 
Presid ent Roosev elt, the first 
contingents of a force of 4,800 
men d eploy ed along a 25-mile 
front to end a night of fear and 
forestall what John L. Lewis had 
called “contemplated bu tchery ” 
at the sched u led reopening of 
fou r steel mills in d efiance of 
Lewis’ steel u nion. 
Good hu mor and song replaced 
the ru mblings that had threat­ 
ened to break into clashes be­ 
tween ad herents of Lewis’ Com­ 
mittee for Ind u strial Org a niza ­ 
tion and the ranks of “back-to- 
work” men. 
“Easy now, y ou mu gs,” a na­ 
tional gu ard officer ad monished 
the strikers. “We’re not here to 
break the picket lines. We’re 
here to see to it that nobod y 
goes to work.” 
“We’v e won the strike!” was 
the u nionists’ cry . 
. “We’ll hav e a signed contract 
in ou r pockets before the first of 
nex t week,” Charles Fagan, a 
d istrict lead er, told 500 cheering

Sheriff’s d epu ties halted at the 
ou tskirts of You ngstown 100 mo­ 
tor cars bearing 2,000 men from 
Akron, where* Lewis’ ru bber u n­ 
ion is strongly organized .

Althou gh the amou nt of tax es 
collected in Ru sh cou nty this 
spring was not as large as the 
collections in 1936, there was a 
sharp d ecrease in the tax d e­ 
linqu encies, accord ing to a re­ 
port compiled by James Tarbet, 
cou nty treasu rer. 
Mr. Tarbet’s figu res for the 
spring collections show that tax ­ 
pay ers of the fifteen tax ing u nits 
in the cou nty paid a total of 
$298,280.6 6 in cu rrent tax es. To 
this figu re is ad d ed $31,6 6 9 .35, 
which was the amou nt of d elin­ 
qu ent tax es paid u p, making a 
grand total of $329,950.01 in col­ 
lections. 
In May of 1936 there was paid 
at the treasu rer’s office the 
amou nts of $301,023.39 in cu rrent 
tax es, $35,9 57.20 in d elinqu ent 
tax es and $1,057.20 in moratoriu m 
tax es, making a grand total of 
$338,037.79 in collections last 
spring. 
Vary ing tax lev ies are largely 
responsible for the d ifference in 
tax es collected as the amou nt of 
d elinqu ent tax es took a gratify ­ 
ing d rop in the cou nty this 
spring, Mr. Tarbet reported . 
While a total of $30,284.6 8 in 
tax es went d elinqu ent in May of 
1936, there was only $17,506.21 in 
cu rrent u npaid tax es at the end 
of the spring collection this y ear. 
Thirteen of the cou nty ’s fifteen 
tax ing u nits had less tax es going 
d elinqu ent this May than last 
spring, only Posey and Washing­ 
ton townships being the ex cep­ 
tions. 
The city of Ru shv ille was one 
of the u nits bd asting a better 
tax pay ing record this spring. 
Not only d id the city show a gain 
of more than $4,000 in tax es col­ 
lected bu t also there was ov er a 
$9,000 d ecrease in tax d elinqu en­ 
cies, the d rop in this item being ' 
more than 50 percent of last 
spring's d elinqu ency figu re. 
The spring tax situ ation in 
1937, per tax ing u nit, is as fol­ 
lows: 
In Ru shv ille city there was col­ 
lected $84,718.33 in cu rrent tax es 
and $15,788.18 in d elinqu encies 
for a total collection of $100,- 
506.51. There was $7,06 4.15 going 
d elinqu ent in Ru shv ille city this 
spring while $24,532.9 6 remains 
in old d elinqu encies, making a 
total of $31,597.11 in d elinqu ent 
tax es on the books. 
In Carthage corporation there 
was collected $8,218.81 in cu r­ 
rent tax es and $6 75.28 in d elin­ 
qu encies for a total collection of 
$8,894.09.

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SUMMER OF DISCONTENT 
Two q uestions evolve naturally from the strike 
news th at reflects a situation becoming increas­ 
ingly critical. One of these q uestions concerns 
the effects of growing unrest upon economic re­ 
covery , while the other deals with the part which 
it will play in molding new political ideologies 
and organizations. 
It would be foolish to m aintain th at the up­ 
heavals of the last y ear can pass without leaving 
their m ark upon the nation’s social and eco­ 
nomic fabric. Labor has tested its strength in 
these conflicts and has emerged with new confi­ 
dence in its powers. It has contended against 
the industrial giants of steel and motors and 
gained its ends. It has compelled the respectful 
recognition of industrial leaders who have in the 
past regarded its threats with tolerance or hos­ 
tility . W ith each skirmish its position has grown 
stronger. 
In conseq uence of its succession of victories, 
labor, it seems, has become a little heady . Dur­ 
ing the last m onth there'w ere more strikes in 
the United States than have occurred in any 
m onth since the World War. About a third of a 
million workers left their jobs for a variety of 
reasons, mostly union recognition and increased 
pay . There is impressive evidence to prove th at 
in many instances these strikes arose from a 
fever or contagion of unrest, rather than from 
legitimate grievances. 
Strikes have been de­ 
clared simply because it seemed the thing to do. 
The evil conseq uence of this promiscuity of 
strikes, now in progress principally in Michigan, 
Ohio and Pennsy lvania, have not been slow in 
developing. Most serious among them are death 
and destruction. In addition, there is a recur­ 
rence of depression conditions, affecting all con­ 
cerned— unemploy ed workers and their fam ­ 
ilies, State and local governments, which must 
meet increased relief needs, industry and stock­ 
holders and public welfare in general. How long 
can these conditions continue without destroy ­ 
ing the gains of the past? The q uestion is not 
easily answered and it is one to cause concern. 
Labor’s gains have not, however, been confined 
to increased potency in obtaining advantages in 
its dealings with employ ers. It has become a vital 
political force and its dom inant leader, John L. 
Lewis, is anim ated by an ambitious spirit whose 
real objective gives rise to interesting specula­ 
tion. Will he be content to rem ain a labor lead­ 
er or does he seek a control ex tending bey ond the 
restrictions imposed by the cause of labor and 
the welfare of workers? Lewis is one of the three 
or four most effective leader^ of men in <the 
United States and one who has no mean opinion 
of his own place In the general Scheme of things. 


His destiny is not unim portant in connection 
with the future of the country .

POPE TO PROTEST 
HITLER'S POLICY 


Vatican City , June 21 (Æ*) — 
Vatican sources said today th at 
they ex pected Pope Pius XI to 
opposé “with all his power” the 
closing of Catholic confessional 
schools in Germany . 
They declared the 
German 
government 
was 
proceeding 
steadily with a plan of replac­ 
ing clerical teachers with lay ­ 
men in spite of its concordat 
with the Vatican. 
Prelates awaited full details 
of the decree of Adolf Wagner, 
minister 
of 
interior 
Bavaria, 
who ordered secularization of 
Catholic schools in the south 
German state, before comment­ 
ing specifically . 
But they disclosed the Pope 
might 
issue 
a 
“whit 
door” 
against Germany . This “white 
door” already has been printed 
and is awaiting the Pope’s order 
for release, it was stated. It is 
a compilation of documents on 
the Nazi-church q uestion. 
Issuance of the documents, 
prelates said, was discussed at 
y esterday ’s meeting of the con­ 
gregation of ex traordinary ec­ 
clesiastical affairs, presided over 
by the Holy Father. 
Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, pa­ 
pal secretary of state, was said 
to differ somewhat with Pope 
Pius on what course the church 
should adopt toward Germany , 
urging moderation rather than a 
strong attitude. 
The cardinal was nuncio to 
Bavaria and then to Germany 
fo r many y ears. 


SLASHES ORDERED 
FOR 1939 BUDGET 


Washington, June 21 
(IP) — 
Government departm ent heads 
have received instructions from 
President Roosevelt to arrange 
for reduced ex penditures in the 
1939 fiscal y ear. 
Work on the budget for the 
y ear already has begun. 
De­ 
partm ent heads are to submit 
figures to the budget bureau by 
September 15. 
Daniel W. Bell, acting budget 
director, 
advised 
the 
depart­ 
ments th at the president in­ 
structed “every possible effort 
should be made to bring the 
amount of each item below the 
corresponding am ount available 
for ex penditure in the fiscal 
y ear 1938 .” 
Treasury estim ates forecast a 
deficit in 1938 of $418 ,000,000. 
Officials would not estimate 1939 
revenues, but said th at if gov­ 
ernm ent income continued to 
increase and ex penditures were 
reduced, there should be a sur­ 
plus in 1939. 


ACT MAY OUST 
RAIL PENSIONS 


Co nsider So cial Security 
fo r Rail Wo rkers 


Washington, June 21 (A5)—The 
house began consideration today 
of a measure to put the nation’s 
1,200,000 railroad workers under 
a social security program of 
their own. 
The plan, embodied in the 
Wagner-Crosser act, was drafted 
by representatives of railway 
management and labor. It would 
replace the present railway re­ 
tirem ent act. 
Rail workers were ex cluded 
from the general social security 
act. 
Major provisions of the bill 
are: 
Voluntary retirem ent at 65 — 
or at 60 if after 30 y ears service 
— on a monthly pension, the 
max imum to be $120. 
Pensions if totally and per­ 
m anently disabled. # 
Transfer of those on private 
railway pension rolls to the na ­ 
tional rolls. 
Death benefits. 
The program would be fi­ 
nanced by a tax beginning at 


51/2 Per cent and eventually 
reaching i y 2 per cent on railway 
pay rolls. Half would be paid by 
the railroads and half by the 
employ es. 
On the senate side of the cap­ 
itol the sharp debate over re­ 
q uiring local communities to bear 
a part q f relief costs was re­ 
sumed. 
, 
The controversy revolved about 
the proposal of Senator Robin­ 
son (D., Ark.) to fix the com­ 
munities’ share a t 25 per cent. 
Economy advocates sought to 
put the figure at 
4 0 per cent, 
while the administratio n asked 


th at there be no restriction on 
how the proposed $1,500,000,000 
fund shall be spent. 
Senate leaders said they hoped 
to reach a vote late today . 
Hearings began before a sen­ 
ate agriculture subcommittee on 
another major adm inistration- 
backed measure — the Norris bill 
to set up seven regional plan­ 
ning authorities similar to the 
Tennessee valley authority . 
Both employ er and employ e 
witnesses were called for hear­ 
ings 
on 
the 
adm inistration’s 
wage and hours bill, interrupted 
last week by the death of Rep. 
Connery (D., Mass.). 
Some 
committee 
members 
talked privately of postponing 
action on the measure until nex t 
y ear in order to make possible 
painstaking research. There was 
no indication, however, th at ad­ 
m inistration leaders would con­ 
sent to any postponement. 
The senate postoffice commit­ 
tee, which has been inq uiring 
into reported interference with 
the mails in the steel strike, was 
in recess. Senator Bridges (R., 
N. H.) said he would demand 
that Postmaster General Farley 
be called before hearings closed. 
The senate may take up the 
Roosevelt court bill late in the 
week. After disposing of the re­ 
lief bill, it first will consider the 
army appropriation bill and ex ­ 
tension of the “nuisance tax es” 
on gasoline, oils and other prod­ 
ucts. 
Supporters of the court bill 
said the bitterness of the judi­ 
ciary committee’s report had ali­ 
enated some of the opposition 
senators. 
“The report has driven away 
two or three senators by attack­ 
ing the adm inistration instead 
of the bill,” said Senator Logan 
(D., Ky .). “I have been told of 
the changes by senators, but am 
not at liberty to mention the 
names.”
